Paul Gregory stated that at no tine did Csvrald indicate any animosity 
^.:.-.^rds President Kennedy, Catholics, mi?.lionaires as a group^or any parti- 
cular race. All of these areas v.-ere discursed as -sell as political philo-. 
soohies of America and Russia but never v.-itb an3’^ undue excitetnent on the 
uart of Csvrald. Paul Gregory stated he did net see any firearms in the 
possession of Osvrald nor did Csuald ever discuss marksmanship, target prac- 
tices, an interest in hunting -and so forth. Gregory knew, of no organiza- 
+T_onal affiliations of Oswaud but ratner seated curing his association vjith 
Gs’.;ald he did not believe Osvrald Tias associating vnth any organization. 

Concerning Osv;ald>s residence in iiussia, Gregory stated Osviald did not 
mention any official governmental interests in aim wnen Osvrald was a resi- 
dent of Russia and the only possible govern-mental associations indicated by 
Gs- 7 ald was when he v:as sought cut by a Russian Army genera]/s so n. Gregory 
stated Csssld related that a general'¥ sonJ-fTrsf^me'''^^ associate 

rather intimately -with OsvTald and the association presumably started because 
of the general's son's interest in.3.e3rning the Rnglish language. 

A signed, sworn statement was obtained from Gregory is attached to this 
report. Gregory seemed to be straigntfor-.rard and truthful in bis answers. 

He did not seem evasive or in any waj' offensive. He was somexdnat nervous 
but considering the issue involved, not -unusually so.
